Ha activity la planned under Project AlQtKJMjTOBE. However, the 
surfacing of AEQUOR Team H (mmmSAfm*4 § $ and 9) exposed is 
December 1956 presented a payment problem of the agents* escrow 
holdings and insurance caeraitwents. Hie original oaonAttemt node to 
the agents prior to their dispatch in August 1952 provided for a 
monthly payment of $213*00, starting with the date of dispatch. 

The agents designated a certain percentage of their salary to 
AEDAHBI8TA-1, the sponsoring group. Hie rest of the salary was placed 
in escrow, payable to the agent# upon their exfiltration. In event 
of death, which would be assumed automatically if no contact was made 
too years from the date of the last e oamanio ati on, the sen of 
$10,000 for each agent would be paid to AECAMBISTA-1.
